Foundations’ Freedom Action 


Like foundations, voluntary health 
agencies also supply support the 
form private funds. Foundations 
and voluntary agencies have similar 
advantages over the official agencies 
freedom action accelerate 
progress. But charitable foundations 
have even greater freedom since they 
not have carry fund-raising 
campaigns nor maintain extensive or- 
ganizations. Foundations are free, 
too, apply stimulation all sorts 
divergent areas interest. 

Foundations have unique oppor- 
tunity spearhead progress new 
and promising directions. course 
not all the attempts will fruit- 
ful, but often important 
find out what won’t work 
discover and demonstrate new, effec- 
tive methods. 

Foundations have the great advane 
tage over official agencies that they 
have burden continuing respon- 
sibility for definite activities and 
services. Because they have this free- 
dom they can invest any research 
application research that seems 
their board members feasible 
needed. 

Public health greatly indebted 
those foundations that look upon the 
money they have invest ‘‘ven- 
ture They use the income 
they have for appropriations en- 
courage pioneering, permit experi- 
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mentation, initiate projects, 
demonstrate the validity some new 
idea method.

Foundation funds spearheaded ma- 
laria control California the 
twenties. that time the malaria 
rates some parts the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin Valleys were even 
higher than some the southern 
states. Again, Rockefeller Foundation 
funds aided the State Health Depart- 
ment making surveys and outlin- 
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ing ways apply the mosquito 
control methods the California sit- 
uation. Now malaria completely 
under control. 


Help From Hooper Foundation 


Another mosquito-borne disease, 
infectious encephalitis, greater 
threat now. Hooper Foundation 
helped the department with the re- 
search needed identify the etiology 
the disease, the mode transmis- 
sion and control measures that might 
applied. 

was Hooper Foundation funds 
that financed the research into mussel 
poisoning California. The cause 
was found, the seasonal nature the 
poisonous plankton was established, 
and the means control determined. 
Every year since 1928 the State 
Health Department has, through 
quarantine, prevented the gathering 
mussels from hazardous beach 
areas from May October Ist. 

The Virus and Rickettsial Disease 
Laboratory the State Department 
Public Health was started with 
Rockefeller Foundation funds. was 
set 1939 research labora- 
tory study influenza and other dis- 
eases suspected viral origin. 
The support was gradually as- 
sumed the State, yet various re- 
search projects have continued 
supported foundations and special 
research grants federal funds. 
can justly proud this laboratory 
for has outstanding record 
achievement and has developed into 
internationally recognized center 
for diagnosis, research, and for the 
training virologists. 


Commonwealth Fund Grant 


1946 grant from the Common- 
wealth Fund made possible for the 
State Health Department add 
psychiatrist the staff mental 
health consultant explore methods 
preventing mental and emotional 
disturbances. From this start our 
present Mental Health Service has 
developed and local health depart- 
ments have become increasingly con- 
scious their responsibility this 
field. 


Kellogg Foundation Sponsors Projects 


1954 the Kellogg Foundation 
granted the department funds for 
staff work for three years 
prevention blindness project. 


They are now exploring possibilities 
practical community programs for 
prevention blindness from glau- 
coma older people and amblyopia 
anopsia children. 

Another three-year demonstration 
project our State Health Depart- 
ment was financed with Kellogg Foun- 
dation funds. This was the home 
accident project which terminated 
last year. The Legislature has not yet 
decided continue this program 
with state funds, but feel sure the 
project was not vain and that 
only matter time before the pre- 
ventive methods demonstrated will 
generally applied. 

current project supported the 
Rockefeller Foundation shows great 
promise for the future. the de- 
partment’s Chronic Disease Epidemi- 
ology Center. Here studies are being 
made cancer, heart disease, and 
other chronic diseases relation 
occupation. Thus, seen our de- 
partment has had most strategic and 
productive assistance from founda- 
tion grants.

Research Valley Fever Underwritten 


Dr. Charles Smith, Dean the 
University California School 
Public Health, and Dr. Myrnie Gif- 
ford, who was then Assistant Health 
Officer Kern County, carried 
the research following the death 
Dr. Dickson. Their studies proved 
that the mild, so-called valley fever 
and the severe coccidioidal 
loma are forms the same disease, 

The second grant was Dr. Karl 
Meyer and the University Cali- 
fornia Medical School for plague 
laboratory and personnel needed 
continue studies already progress 
sylvatic plague. 

Another grant the field medi- 
research this early period was 
the University California Medi- 
School for the development the 
first use state hospitals insulin 
shock therapy. 

That same year the foundation 
gave grant Mt. Zion Hospital for 
partial support heart 
clinic, the Institute for 
lar Research. 
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The foundation gave funds the 
Franciseo City and County Hos- 
pital support the initiation 
bank—the first California. 
Soon thereafter, the foundation lent 
its support the San Francisco 
County Medical Society for the estab- 
the Irwin Memorial 
Blood Bank. 

One their largest grants was 
the San Francisco Rehabilitation Cen- 
ter, which has now developed into 
the famous May Morrison Rehabil- 
itation Center. This was the first re- 
habilitation center west the Missis- 
sippi River and considered one 
the best the field.

treme shortage occupational and 
physical therapists. the foundation 
set fellowships for recruitment 
and training these fields.

Health Education Services Sponsored 


1945 the Rosenberg Foundation 
made grant the State Health De- 
partment support demonstrations 
public health education services 
two local health departments. Prior 
the grant, there were profes- 
sionally trained public health educa- 
tors employed the local level 
California. Now, years later, there 
are positions for health educators 
local health departments. 

Many the local departments 
which employ health educators serve 
field training centers for graduate 
students the University Califor- 
nia and other schools public health. 
When local health departments were 
fearful that the field training activi- 
ties might costly them, the foun- 
dation made another grant for 
study which proved that the cost was 
very small and that health depart- 
ments benefited many ways 
serving training centers. 


Services Agricultural Workers 


One the projects begun with 
Rosenberg funds which has attracted 
national and international attention 
Fresno’s west side project, broad 
program improve community serv- 
agricultural workers and their 
families. portion the grant the 
Fresno Citizens’ Committee Health 
and Education enabled the county 
health department set medical 


held night the west side 
the valley. 

This striking example how 
foundation can catalyze commu- 
nity program. The first year the 
project was supported entirely 
foundation funds. The second year 
was supported 50-50 funds from 
the foundation and from the Fresno 
area growers. The third year, and 
since then, has been maintained 
funds from the county and from the 
growers. 


Emphasis Now Services 


The foundation decided few years 
ago that would discontinue support 
medical research and place its 
emphasis community health, edu- 
cation, and recreation, with special 
emphasis children.

This piece 
research attracting wide attention 
and still being carried with 
other funds. 

line with this emphasis serv- 
ices children, the foundation has 
granted three years support the 
Children’s Health Council the 
Midpeninsula Palo Alto. Services 
are provided for the emotionally and 
physically handicapped child. new 
building being erected house this 
program. 

Also, the Palo Alto area the 
Rosenberg Foundation has allocated 
substantial fund for four-year 
grant the new Stanford University 
Medical School for study child 
health needs and resources the 
areas Santa Clara and San Mateo 
Counties, which will served the 
new medical school. 

Next spring the University Cali- 
fornia Press will publish book 
which reports the findings from 
much-needed study culturally in- 
duced beliefs and practices which af- 


fect the health Mexican-Americans 
and their acceptance community 
services. The research, conducted 
Santa Clara County anthropol- 
ogist, Dr. Margaret Clark, and the

might expected, the aged are 
less healthy and require more medical 
care than does the population 
whole. Compared with the whole pop- 
ulation, the aged have the average 
twice many chronic conditions, 
almost twice many chronic 
tions, causing one more days dis- 
ability during the year, and more than 
twice many restricting the person’s 
activity some way. Health insurance 
coverage meet some the needs 
the aged segment the population 
relatively low, only percent the 
aged being covered compared with 
percent for the total population. 

Persons years and over report 
average days per year 
which because disabling conditions 
they cannot carry usual activities, 
while the total population reported 
average such days. Hospital 
days are reported about two days 
per person for the aged, contrasted 
with only about one hospital day per 
person for younger people. 

Aged females have higher illness 
rates, but utilize hospitals lesser 
extent than aged males. Home 
nursing care provided for aver- 
age every 1,000 elderly per- 
sons, while the rate only five per 
1,000 for persons under years old. 

The health problems confronting 
the aging population California 
are inseparable from economics. The 
survey shows that percent the 
population years and over live 
less than $2,000 yearly family income, 
compared with percent the 
total population who subsist this 
level. Another aspect that per- 
cent women years and over are 
widows, whereas only percent 
the total population have lost spouse 
death.

Chronic Disease Drain 
Funds Seen British 


recent issue The Lancet, 
Henry Wilkinson Ashworth, 
B.Se. discusses the great drain 
sickness funds made chron- 
ically unemployable patients absent 
from work medical certificates. His 
views the importance prevention 
are summarized the following 
tation 


“Until began this investigation was not 
aware how big drain these patients repre- 
sent. Numbering only (15 women and 
men), those practice draw almost 
£3,700 year, much all the short- 
term absentees put together. 

“These people have come terms with 
their diseases. Their happiness life 
pends how they this, but many men 
fight battle which gradually wears 
them down. They are often loath surrender 
their jobs. Sometimes possible get 
man take over the household duties whilst 
the wife becomes the breadwinner, but most 
men regard this affront their dig- 
nity. Women seem settle down more 
easily when once they have realised the 
chronicity their complaint. 

“Doctors themselves become apathetic 
their treatment. hard generate en- 
thusiasm dealing with patient who has 
attended regularly for years, and one col- 
league has suggested that patient who 
the sick-list for more than year should 
change his doctor. Certainly the doctor needs 
ask himself whether everything possible 
being done for his chronic sick patients, not 
only treatment but the equally impor- 
tant realm human relationships and social 
work. 

“The disablement resettlement officer has 
part play trying place these pa- 
tients work, but closer link needs forging 
between this officer and the general practi- 
tioner. The chronic-sick patient often 
comes sullen and suspicious, believing that 
people think malingering. But hope for 
the future lies rather preventing patients 
from reaching this condition rather than 
trying rehabilitate them when they have 
got there. Considering the cost these pa- 
tients sickness benefit, the community 
would justified spending large sums 
necessary preventing incapacity.”—The 
Lancet, April 1958.
